Farm Labourers’ Claims. 


The action of a few farm labourers who 
went on strike at the end of last week has 
brought the dispute between the Irish 
Transport. Workers” Union and the County 
Dublin Farmers’ Association to a head. 
The employers have decided that, unless 
the men return to work to-day, a general 
lock-out. will take place next Monday. 
The dispute is of long standing ; 
but, so far as we can see, there is no 
reason why an amicable settlement should 
not be effected. The facts of the case are 
simple. So far back as the 14th February 
the men made a demand for increased 
wages and shorter hours. ‘They asked for 
payment at the rate of 50s. for a 49-hour 
week and for a half-holiday. These terms, 
of course, were impossible, but they opened 
the way for negotiations. Evidently the 
men realised from the first that their 
claims could not be granted, for these were 
gradually reduced until, early in April, a 
very narrow margin separated them from 
the terms offered by the masters. Never- 
theless, a small section of the workers 
decided to go on strike. They did so, and, 
as a result, the Farmers’ Association broke 
off negotiations. A few days later, however, 
the masters offered to renew the discussions 


the strike. Unhappily, this was not done, 
and sectional strike led to another. 
Se long as this policy of pin-pricking is | 
pursued the Farmers’ Association cannot | 
bargain with the Union, for they have no 
guarantee that

any agreement which is 
reached will be respected. We believe. 
however, that much misunderstanding and 
friction could have been avoided if the | 
employers had taken the men into their 
confidence aiid told them -frankly how 
much they could afford to pay. If they 
had produced statements of their expendi- 
ture and profits at their first meeting with 
the representatives of the Union, the men 
would have been more ready to modify | 
their demands.

COUNT BROCKDORFF’S 
SPEECH. 


2 — 
(FROM OUR SPECIAL 
CORRESPONDENT.) 
PARIS, May 7. 

The well-known sense of release, which comes 
to one asa task of immense difficulty and magni- 
tude ig finished. came over Paris, thie evening, 
as the terms of peace were handed to the Ger- 
man delegates.
